LEADING members of Ashford coun¬ 
cil are set to collide head-on with Kent 
County Council chiefs over the huge¬ 
ly controversial proposal to build a 
massive lorry park in Aldington. 

And at a meeting on Saturday of a pressure 
group set up to fight the proposals, one member 
of the Ashford executive - Cllr Peter Wood - 
summed up the plans by saying “they are a knee- 
jerk reaction drawn up on the back of an envelope 
with not much thought gone into them”. 

Cllr Wood is chairman of the Aldington and 
Bonnington parish council and one of the leading 
figures in the newly formed Lorry Park Alliance 
of villages battling the proposals; first exclusively 
revealed in Yourashford. 

The alliance met in Aldington to rally support 
at a meeting attended by a number of senior local 
council figures. 

And they warned time is running out to make a 
stand against the plans. 

Weald East councillor Paul Bartlett said 
although Ashford council recognised the need for 
a solution to Operation Stack and lorry parking 
in the area, he did not consider this was the 
answer. 

The panel also felt KCC had not consulted 
Ashford council enough about the 70-acre site 
before announcing it as its ‘preferred’ site. The 
park would see a special slip-road built off the 
M20 between junctions 10 and 11, accommodat¬ 
ing 3,000 vehicles when Operation Stack was 
implemented. 

Cllr Bartlett said he would prefer to see a num¬ 
ber of sites placed around the country before lor¬ 
ries even got to Kent. It was also felt that until

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Exhibition 
to celebrate 
the Gurkhas

TOWNSFOLK were treat¬ 
ed to a display of traditional 
Nepalese dancing at the 
town’s museum on 
Saturday to help launch a 
special exhibition celebrat¬ 
ing the Gurkhas. 

The dance was part of the opening 
ceremony of an exhibition showing 
details of Gurkha life both in their 
homeland and in the British Army. 

It is estimated there are now 
around 900 Gurkhas living in and 
around the town. 

The display includes artefacts from 
the Gurkha Rifles, based at 
Shomcliffe barracks in Folkestone. 

The Gurkhas’ history with the 
British Army dates back to 1815 and 
the regiment is still serving in vari¬ 
ous hotspots around the world 
including Iraq and Afghanistan. 
Prince Harry spent his deployment 
in Afghanistan with a Gurkha regi¬ 
ment. 

The exhibition was opened by 
Ashford MP Damian Green. Before 
he cut the ribbon a group of Nepalese 
girls gave a display of traditional 
dance and a war dance was per¬ 
formed by two young men. 

Charles Oliver, chairman of the 
museum, said: “We became aware 
there is a growing Gurkha communi¬ 
ty in the town and we wanted to do 
something that would help them by 
creating some publicity. We also felt 
it gave us the opportunity to put on 
an interesting exhibition at the 
museum. The co-operation we have 
had has been marvellous.” 

The exhibition includes uniforms 
and medals from the regiment 
including the famous Kukri Knives 
as well as information about 
Nepalese life.

The Gurkha community now has 
its own association to help promote 
and publicise it in the town. 

Its chairman is Santosh Ghale 
whose military career in the army 
included deployments in the Balkans 
and Sierra Leone. 

Mr Ghale said: “The exhibition is 
part of our efforts to feel part of the 
community of Ashford. We are set¬ 
tling here and making it our home. 

“We have been made to feel very 
welcome from the people of the town; 
hopefully this will help them under¬ 
stand a little more about our life.” 

The exhibition will continue 
throughout the summer. As well as 
the Gurkha exhibits there are sever¬ 
al other new displays including 
Ashford Children’s Day and Kentish 
Peg Tiles. 

The museum is open Monday to 
Saturday from 10am-lpm and is 
next to the Tourist Information 
Centre in the Churchyard.

the moveable barrier system, being 
introduced on M20 in the summer, was 
up and running it was too early to say 
if a lorry park was needed at all. 

Cllr Richard Honey, who was also on 
the panel, said he believed the lorry 
park was a similar situation to the 
abandoned development at the village 
of Wye. 

He said if local people aired enough 
opposition to the park then it could be 
stopped. He said the situation was 
unusual because KCC was essentially 
granting planning permission to 
itself. 

The only voice of support for the 
park came from landowner Eric 
Jeanes who currently owns the pro¬ 
posed site. He said Operation Stack 
was damaging to business and the 
park would also ease the traffic at 
junction 10 of the M20. 

At the end of the meeting the panel 
urged residents to get involved by 
signing a petition and writing and 
emailing their local representatives. 
They warned they only had ten days 
left to make their objections felt. 

Rupert Hume Kendall, from the 
Aldington and Mersham 
Conservation Trust, rapped a warn¬ 
ing to villagers: “You cannot go home 
and watch TV. You need to agitate if 
you do not want this park.” 

A spokesman for Ashford council 
said until it received a detailed plan¬ 
ning application from KCC it was too 
early to comment.

CRACKDOWN ON TIIE BENEFIT CHEATS

A BUILDER who deliberately 
deceived council officials about his 
benefit claims has pleaded guilty to 
claiming more than £25,000 worth 
of council tax and housing benefits 
- the largest ever case in the coun¬ 
cil’s history 

Ivan Baldock, 47, of The Forstall, Mersham, 
admitted four counts of benefit fraud on Friday 
at Ashford Magistrates Court. 

Baldock had been deceiving officials for five 
years. 

He had claimed he worked as a labourer for 
the construction company GSE Ltd and said he 
only earned £12,688 a year. In fact he was an 


experienced site foreman and was earning a 
salary of £48,360. 

Baldock deceived the council by having £700 
of his salary diverted as payments to his son 
each week. By doing so it appeared that he was 
still below the council’s threshold for council tax 
and housing benefit entitlement. 

The case highlights the issues raised by the 
successful Your Money - Your Loss! campaign 
run by Yourashford, in co-operation with 
Ashford council. 

Conviction 

Paul Bartlett, deputy leader of Ashford coun¬ 
cil, said: “This is the biggest single case we have 
secured a conviction against in terms of the 
money fraudulently claimed. I think most peo¬ 
ple will be shocked that this person was having 
his rent and council tax paid by the public 
purse for five years despite earning high 
wages.” 

Baldock consistently denied to council fraud 
investigators and officials that he was involved 


in any wrongdoing. He finally gave in when 
presented with indisputable facts by the coun¬ 
cil’s fraud team. 

Mr Bartlett added: “The council’s team has 
done a superb job in investigating this case and 
securing a conviction and it should send out a 
clear message that in the end people who con 
the system will be caught and punished.” 

Ashford magistrates told Baldock: “These are 
serious offences that have been committed over 
a long period of time. They were deliberate 
actions and you appear to have no mitigation. 

“We have to consider the harm to the victim 
and on this occasion the victim is the public. 
You have caused social harm and money being 
deprived from those who need it.” 

Baldock is due to be sentenced on Tuesday, 
April 15.

Beware bogus 
callers from the 
water board' 


POLICE are warning residents to be 
wary of bogus callers claiming to be 
from the water board. 

The advice follows two incidents 
that happened recently in 
Willesborough. 

The first incident occurred on 
March 21 between 1pm and 2pm. A 
90-year-old woman saw two men in 
the back garden of her home in 
Yeoman Gardens. They claimed 
they needed to inspect her water 
supply. 

They entered the house and 
turned on a tap in the kitchen. Then 
one went to the bathroom to do the 
same. The lady then saw one of the 
men in her bedroom. 

She challenged him and both men 
left the house. It is not thought any¬ 
thing was stolen. 

The men are described as white, 
aged 30-35, 5ft 8in tall, stocky build, 
short dark brown, greasy hair, and 


wearing a short dark grey/blue knee 
length mackintosh. 

The second man was white, aged 
20, wearing a zip up tracksuit top 
and a baseball cap, which may be in 
two colours. 

Another incident occurred around 
the same time at an address in 
Warren Lane, where a man again 
claimed he needed to check the 
water supply. He is described as 
white, aged 20-30, of average height 
and wearing a blue horizontally 
striped top. He was believed to be on 
foot. 

A police spokesman said: “Always 
ask to see callers’ identification. If 
you are not sure, contact the organi¬ 
sation they claim to represent. 

“If you do not want to let them in, 
ask them to call back when you will 
have someone with you.”

Back our bid to clean 
up the streets 


NEXT time you drop a crisp packet 
or throw a banana skin out of your 
car window you will be adding to a 
problem which costs us all an esti¬ 
mated £lmillion a year. 

Now the pressure of cleaning up our streets is 
becoming part of our latest campaign - 
designed to clean-up the borough to make it a 
nicer place to live and alleviate a strain on the 
public purse. 

In co-operation with Ashford council, 
Yourashford is throwing its weight behind the 
Keep Ashford Tidy Campaign which will run 
throughout April and May. 

According to council chiefs, more than 32,000 
refuse sacks of litter - equating to a remark¬ 
able 1,400 tonnes - was collected from our 
streets last year alone. 

And the £lm it cost to clear up could have 
been used to finance ten children’s play areas or 
three youth centres. Not to mention the cost 
having to be added to each and every one of our 
council tax bills. What’s more, if you’re caught 
dropping litter - you could be hit with a punish¬ 
ment as it is an offence. 

Cllr Neil Bell, portfolio holder for environ¬ 
mental services, said: “Trying to keep the bor¬ 
ough clean is a bit like trying to paint the Forth 
Bridge. As fast as we clean up, the litter is back.

“It is one of the council’s biggest costs each 
year which will only increase as we take 
responsibility for new housing developments. 
We want to live in a clean, pleasant borough 
but the council cannot achieve this alone - we 
need everyone’s help. Please take a moment to 
find a litter bin. If there isn’t one to hand, hang 
on to your litter until you can find one or take 
it home. ” 

At present on the new estates around the 
town such as Orchard Heights, Chartfields and 
Knights Park, the responsibility for cleaning up 
litter is bom by the developers. 

But before long it will be added to the coun¬ 
cil’s clean-up bill. 

High on the hit list to be tackled are the prob¬ 
lems caused by graffiti, dog fouling, fly tipping 
and abandoned vehicles. In addition to clamp¬ 
ing down on fast-food waste, drink cans, crisp 
packets and chewing gum frequently ditched 
on our streets. 

Some of the worst offenders are motorists. 
According to the council 90 per cent of the rub¬ 
bish found in the countryside has been thrown 
out of a car window.

Out-of-hours doctors 
to increase as town 
continues to grow 


COUNCIL chiefs have been 
assured out-of-hours on-call doc¬ 
tors will increase to cope with the 
demand as the town’s population 
continues to boom. 

With new homes springing up there have 
been concerns the current set-up would put a 
strain on the existing service. 

But health officials say the existing service 
will increase as the population grows and that 
a merger between providers in the east of the 
county should ensure an even better service. 

At a meeting with Ashford council last 
week, Gilly Wilford and Michelle Ford from 
the Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust reassured councillors that the current 
system is working well. 

At present out of hours services are provid¬ 
ed by the private health firm South East 
Health for most of the borough of Ashford 
with a telephone service also being run by 
On Call Care from the Ivy Court centre in 
Tenterden. 

As of yesterday, April 1, South East Health 
will be merging with another out-of-hours 
health provider, Stour Care, to cover the 
areas of Ashford, Shepway and Swale. 

The system is funded on a per capita basis 
and should expand in line with the expan-

sion of Ashford. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “Patients 
will speak to real doctors and real nurses. 
Most of the enquiries are dealt with through 
a triage system. If a problem is very serious 
an ambulance will be sent.” 

In 2006, the council had been concerned 
about changes being made to out-of-hour 
health services, including a pilot scheme of a 
new walk-in service at the William Harvey 
Hospital. 

However, Mrs Ford said that walk in cen¬ 
tres at hospital accident and emergency 
departments have always been part of the 
plan and the system had been working well 
for two years. 

The first point of contact for people out-of- 
hours is on the phone. If people have a med¬ 
ical enquiry they are directed to a call centre 
staffed by call handlers and nurses on 
Orbital Park. If their problem seems more 
serious they are then put through to a GP. 

There are also two cars covering the 
Ashford area manned by doctors who can be 
sent to patients if needed. 

The Trust says that 65 per cent of out-of- 
hours health enquiries are dealt with over 
the phone.

Q What do you think of the changes that are happening to 
the town? 

A Like everyone else I become frustrated by 
the traffic delays and construction work. 
But it is a bit like changing your kitchen. If 
you want the improvements you have to put 
up with the work. 

Q What would you say to the accusation that Eurostar has 
never really wanted an international station at Ashford? 

A I believe the international station was a 
reward for putting up with all the disrup¬ 
tion caused by the building of the high-speed 
line. It is an excellent railway hub serving a 
very wide area of need. I occasionally have to 
take the plane if I wish to accompany my hus¬ 
band on his travels. I much prefer the train. 
My father was the original Fat Controller and 
my grandfather drove steam engines, so trains 
are in my blood. I love the Eurostar and am as 
excited on each new trip as I was on my first 
one. 

Q Do you think it is possible to get them to change their 
minds regarding the Brussels service? 

A I do hope so. We need trains which will suit 
both tourists and business people, who, 
pro-rata, bring in a great deal of money to the 


company. After deductions for Channel Tunnel 
access, one £150 ticket could bring in forty 
times the cash left from a two-for-the-price-of- 
one cheap ticket. The Brussels trains were also 
the ones that stopped at Lille. I have seen the 
carriage half empty there and then fill up 
again. University staff swap with those in 
Canterbury, there are businesses accessed in 
each direction, it is a popular short trip desti¬ 
nation and many people use Lille to catch the 
TGV all over Europe. 

Q You spend much of your time in Europe. How would you 
describe your relationship with the continent? 

A I am a gregarious Scot. When I was a stu¬ 
dent at St Andrews it took a day to get to 
London so you had to stay overnight, making 
it very expensive, before taking a train and 
boat just to get across the Channel. As a 
French specialist I was very envious of 
English students from the south who spent 
their summer holidays working as au pairs in 
Calais or on the hovercraft and coming home 
at the weekend for mum to do the washing. At 
18 I managed to spend a fortnight with a 
French/Scottish couple living in the Parisian 
suburbs but my first experience of coping on 
my own was whilst studying for a term at the 
University of Rennes in 1967. It was a three- 
mile walk into town for lectures and I was 
shocked to encounter war wounded on every 
street. I met a student who took me to hear 
Alain Stivell the Celtic harp player at a con¬ 
cert. We still keep in touch. 

For my year in a French speaking country I 


was a bit more adventurous and taught 
English as a foreign language in a French lycee 
(a public secondary school) in Laos, Asia, with 
VSO. All lessons were delivered in French. Can 
you imagine how difficult it was for pupils 
whose first language was a bit like Chinese? I 
managed to visit Ankor Wat in Cambodia 
which was incredible. While in Pnom Penh, I 
heard the news of the first man on the moon. I 
am not that adventurous after all. 

My husband is currently based in Brussels 
as secretary general of an international group 
with 11 member countries and he visits all of 
them by train if possible. 

By contrast to all this rushing around, we 
are fortunate to have a home in the Dordogne. 
There we can still escape from traffic, TV and 
computer or even newspapers, and just potter 
in the garden or play petanque. 

We have made many friends here through 
the Twinning Association. Visits are always 
wonderful with many laughs especially when 
you make a daft mistake with the language or 
try to explain something that is not in the dic¬ 
tionary. I learn something new each time. It 
certainly beats sitting at home watching the 
goggle box. 

Q Do you have any hobbies or interests people might be 
surprised to learn about? 

A I was a member of a drama group in 
Kirkcaldy, acting and producing and met 
my husband when he moved north from 
Colchester and came to our one act play at a 
festival.

HAND hygiene is vital if a zero 
tolerance approach to superbugs is 
to be achieved, a Conservative 
frontbencher has said. 

Greg Clark, the MP for Tunbridge Wells, 
said he was delighted to back KOS Media’s 
Clean, Safe, Healthy campaign to combat 
healthcare-acquired infections in Kent. 

He said: “Never has there been so much con¬ 
cern about infection in our hospital wards and 
never again will we have such a great oppor¬ 
tunity locally to take lasting action against 
killer diseases such as Clostridium difficile 
and MRSA.” 

Mr Clark has joined KOS Media, publisher 
of this paper, and NHS trusts across the coun¬ 
ty, in the campaign to raise awareness and 
show that everyone can help NHS staff in 
their fight against infections simply by wash¬ 
ing their hands with soap and water regular¬ 
ly, and using the alcogel provided in hospitals. 

The shadow minister for the Cabinet Office 
said health secretary Alan Johnson’s 
announcement in Parliament last week that 
approval had been given for a new Private 
Finance Initiative hospital in west Kent was 
tremendous news. 

“This state-of-the-art hospital will catapult 
local hospital facilities into the 21st century,

while the single-roomed accommodation - 
replacing the often cramped and unsuitable 
conditions in our hospitals at present - will 
perhaps provide the greatest advance against 
infection that it is possible to take,” he said. 

Mr Clark praised work undertaken so far at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust’s 
Maidstone, and Kent and Sussex, hospitals in 
the wake of the damning Healthcare 
Commission report into two outbreaks of 
C diff that killed 90 patients. 

“Action in the aftermath of the C diff 
tragedy has also been impressive. New direc¬ 
tor of infection prevention and control Dr 
Sara Mumford and her team have made sig¬ 


nificant advances, and I am delighted to see 
the improvements already being made in 
reducing infection rates. 

“But we must not be complacent,” he said. 
“General cleanliness - washing hands before 
visiting hospitals and using the alcohol hand¬ 
wash - is essential if the ‘zero tolerance’ of 
infection that I and others have called for is to 
become a reality. 

‘We all have a responsibility in hospital to 
ensure that infection is not spread.” 

He added: “I congratulate KOS Media on 
this campaign and urge everyone to be Clean, 
Safe and Healthy as we look forward to a new 
era of hospital services in the county.” 


Abuse of NHS 
staff will not 
be tolerated 

A BID to reduce abuse of NHS staff has been 
launched after shocking statistics showed 
1,870 workers in Kent have been physically 
assaulted by patients in the last three years. 

“Your Choice of Treatment” targets people 
who are abusive to health professionals with 
a clear message - if you choose to assault 
NHS staff, you will face prosecution and pos¬ 
sibly prison. 

It is backed by health providers, the county 
council and the police, as well as players and 
officials from Gillingham FC. Adverts will 
soon be carrying the message. 

Assaults are often carried out by individuals 
under the influence of alcohol or drugs, but 
this makes no difference to how they are 
treated by the courts. 

Richard Hampton, director of the NHS 
Security Management Service, which is run¬ 
ning the campaign, said: “Anecdotally we 
know those who assault our staff are often 
drunk or under the influence of drugs. 

“This is no defence for such behaviour. The 
choice is yours - whether you are frustrated, 
drunk or on drugs, you will be held account¬ 
able for your actions. You could end up before 
the courts or in prison.” 

The campaign is part of a national bid to 
crack down on the problem, which has seen a 
marked increase in recent years. 

Graham Gibbens, of Kent County Council, 
said: We are all taking a stand against the 
abuse of NHS staff and raising the profile of 
this issue in a united way. Abuse of NHS staff 
must stop.” 

Groups most at risk include accident and 
emergency staff, paramedics and ambulance 
drivers. 

Supt Peter Wedlake added: “All reported 
assaults are taken seriously by police and we 
will ensure anyone who commits this crime is 
dealt with and brought before the courts. This 
can ultimately lead to a prison sentence. 

“Although we realise people are often in 
stressful situations within hospital environ¬ 
ments, this is no excuse or reason to vent their 
frustration or upset staff who are there to help 
them.”

THE Linden Grove Primary 
School in Stanhope Road has a tra¬ 
dition of going to town when it 
comes to Easter, and this year was 
no exception.

How long has the store been here? 

We have been here since last August, but we have been 
in Ashford for six or seven years. Before we moved here 
we were in Sevington. This is an improved larger store 
for us. 

How do you find working in Ashford?

Back to school 
withGervase 


The affable Yorkshireman shares 
some gems from his life in education 


AN EVENING WITH 
GERVASE PH1NN

DUBBED “the James 
Herriot of schools”, best¬ 
selling author Gervase 
Phinn will be sharing his 
hilarious tales of life in edu¬ 
cation. 

An Evening with Gervase Phinn 
sees the writer, broadcaster and for¬ 
mer school inspector revealing some 
of the most amusing anecdotes from 
his lengthy career. Best known for 
his five autobiographical novels, 
starting with The Other Side of the 
Dale, the affable Yorkshireman is 
bursting with enthusiasm for his 
subject. 

“I started jotting down things 
about children when I started teach¬ 
ing,” he said. “I have about 50 note¬ 
books full of the blunt things they’ve 
said. Once, a child of six looked at me 
and said Tiave you ever thought that 
when I’m 21, you’ll probably be 
dead?’. I’ve always collected these lit¬ 
tle gems.” 

Phinn, 61, started teaching in a 



Rotherham comprehensive and went 
on to teach in state schools for the 
next 15 years, before becoming an 
education adviser and school inspec¬ 
tor. 

His hugely popular novels have 
sold more than 750,000 copies and he 
is now embarking on his seventh the¬ 
atre tour. Working as a freelance lec¬ 
turer, broadcaster and writer, he is 
still involved in education - other 
roles include consultant for the Open 
University, Honorary Fellow at St 
John’s College, York, and the Fellow 
and Visiting Professor of Education 
at the University of Teeside. 

Innocence 

The enormous appeal of his books 
lies, Phinn believes, in the innocence 
of childhood and their gentle 
humour. 

“They are life-affirming stories and 
not offensive,” he said. “I received 
eight or nine letters this morning 
and one was from a woman suffering 
from cancer. She said that my books 
just lifted her spirits. They are all 
about the joys of cWldren, the funny 
and sometimes quite poignant tilings 
they say.” 

The tour is already proving popu¬ 
lar, reportedly outselling Motorhead 
at one venue. Pliinn insisted that 


audiences will not be subjected to a 
lecture about the education system, 
but he does have his concerns. 

“I’m very optimistic about young 
people and I feel sad that when they 
get good results, the papers say 
exams are too easy,” he said. “I don’t 
think that. I’m also sad when teach¬ 
ers get bombarded with paperwork. 
All the league tables and so on, it 
takes them away from what they’re 
trying to do. They should be left alone 
to teach.” 

As a father of four, Pliinn believes 
his insight into school life helped liim 
to raise happy and well-adjusted 
children. Now living in Japan, China, 
Geneva and Bermuda, his grown-up 
kids make him very proud. 

“We’ve always encouraged them to 
follow a dream and be adventurous,” 
he said. “I’m amazed by them. They 
all went to comprehensives. As a 
teacher, I wanted parents to say to 
me what I said to my children’s head 
teachers - ‘if you have any problems 
with them, contact me immediately 
because they’ll be in twice as much 
trouble at home’.”

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Red Sea: What a dive!

SWAYING precariously on the 
seabed, I kept my mind off what was 
coming up by watching swarms of 
fish dart in and out of the coral. 

Instructor Nikki looked calm and collected as 
she made her way along our line, where we 
were trying to keep our balance and not float 
away or crash face-floor on to the sand. She 
gave my buddy the OK sign, shook his hand 
and turned to face me. 

This was my moment. The swooshing sound 
of bubbles swept through my ears. I took a few 
deep breaths and slowly pulled the mask away 
from my face, grimacing as the sea trickled in, 
past my nose, past my eyes... I shook my head, 
shot to the surface and spluttered. Definitely 
not a natural diver, then! 

We were on an intense five-day course to 
become divers in the enviable surroundings of 
the Red Sea, based at a dive centre in the 
resort of Taba Heights in Egypt’s Sinai Penin¬ 
sula, with views stretching across the water to 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan. 

The PADI Open Water Course is carefully 
designed to take wannabe divers through the 
basics of scuba diving with the aim of being 
able to dive without an instructor to the depth 
of 18 metres. 

It involves quite a bit of time in the class¬ 
room, leaving me some days gazing longingly 
out of the window at the sunny beach. There

are tests and then a final exam, as well as a 
series of practical ‘skills’ to perform under¬ 
water in front of the instructor. It sounds rigor¬ 
ous - and it is. 

The course was necessarily intense, but the 
feeling of accomplishment at the end overrides 
any annoyance about hours missed out on 
topping up your tan. 

Of course, The Red Sea is a beautiful place 


to start diving, with more than 1,100 species 
of fish and some 1,000 miles of coral reef to 
explore. 

There are plenty of dive centres along the 
Egyptian coast from which to choose, but Taba 
Heights has a five-star centre that caters for 
all ages in a secluded location. 

The resort itself is aimed at people who want 
to enjoy Egypt in luxurious surroundings. Each 
of the five-star hotels lining the coast is gated 
and small buses taking people around the area 
are constantly checked by security staff. 

The white sandy beaches are dotted with 
tasteful sun loungers and, unlike Sharm El 
Sheikh, the area is unspoiled by high-rise 
buildings and noise. 

Visitors to the carefully-created resort could 
easily take a day tom- or two to nearby Mount 
Sinai or St Catherine’s Monastery - but most 
tend not to. The hotels are so opulent and the 
staff so eager to please that a dive trip is 
enough of an adventure for one holiday. 

Of course, one sport isn’t enough for everyone - 
and the boys in our group took to the golf course. 

The 18-hole championship course looks a lit¬ 
tle like it would in a flashy computer game - all 
breathtaking red mountain ranges, stunning 
flat greens and wide blue ocean. Quad-biking is 
also on offer for adventurous sorts. 

This isn’t real Egypt, and doesn’t really pre¬ 
tend to be. For that, you need to spend a few days 
in Cairo or Alexandria. But if you want a relax¬ 
ing, sumptuous break that virtually guarantees 
good weather, then Taba Heights is definitely 
worth a visit. It probably won’t be your last.

New homes are 
the greener option 

RECYCLING is the word on everyone’s 
lips, except, it seems, in new houses, 
where builders insist buying a new prop¬ 
erty can be a better investment than pur¬ 
chasing and renovating an older building. 

A recent survey by Redrow Homes, 
which builds new houses, also uncov¬ 
ered the fact that newer homes tend 
to be more environmentally friendly, 
especially heating efficiency. 

The study indicated that the hidden 
costs of refurbishing an old house could 
leave buyers up to £20,000 out of pocket 
when it comes to paying off unforeseen 
improvements which are necessary for it 
to be habitable. 

Another finding was that buying an 
older home can prove more problematic 
and involve more hassle than a new 
property. This is because of such things 
as surveyors’ reports, the history of a 
particular building and the need to 
bring it up to what is currently seen as 
environmentally acceptable levels. 

The survey comes at a time when 
Conservative leader David Cameron has 
backed moves to ensure all property 
developers ensure new homes are built 
to eco-friendly specifications. 

South East stung 
with Stamp Duty 

THE average stamp duty bill for newly- 
built property buyers in Kent is five 
times higher than that in the north of 
the UK. 

The latest SmartNewHomes.com 
property price index, which analyses the 
current average price of a new home, 
studied data from across Britain to come 
up with its findings. 

The South East came substantially 
ahead when it came to stamp duty. 

“New home buyers in the South East 
are being penalised for living in the 
most expensive parts of the UK,” said 
David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes. 

“Recent figures have highlighted that 
the stamp duty bill for the average first- 
time buyer in the UK in 2007 was 
£1,751, 82 per cent more than that paid 
in 2002.” 

The research also finds the average 
first-time buyer in the South East is now 
liable to pay £8,000 in stamp duty. 

This, coupled with all other associated 
home-buying costs, is making property 
unattainable for vulnerable groups, it 
concluded.

Kent set to ride out 
property price slump 


A PREDICTION that house prices 
could fall by a fifth in parts of the 
UK should leave Kent largely 
unaffected. 

Thanks to the county’s location and improved 
road and rail links, Kent looks set to ride out 
the worst of any slump in property prices. 

The gloomy forecast into the future of the 
housing market was issued by one of the 
world’s leading financial institutions. 

A senior economist at investment bank 
Morgan Stanley is predicting that UK house 
prices could fall by up to 20 per cent over the 
next two years. 

Professor David Miles based his forecast on 
figures provided by brokers Tradition Group 
and admitted it was a worst-case scenario, 
describing the forecast as “at the pessimistic 
end of the spectrum”. 

However, he does not view such a fall as 
catastrophic because there will be “as many

gainers as losers”. He believes the winners 
will be first-time buyers and those on 
lower salaries who will finally be able to afford 
to buy. 

The average UK house price currently 
stands at about £200,000, but could fall to 
£160,000 by the end of 2009 if Professor Miles 
is correct. 

At the beginning of the year, the Financial 
Services Authority warned that up to one mil¬ 
lion homeowners could be at risk of mortgage 
arrears and ultimately repossession. 

But Kent should suffer less than the rest of 
the UK as improvements in infrastructure 
and the attractive prospect of living in the 
county cushion the possible fall. 

The high-speed rail link should also prove a 
factor as parts of the county become far more 
accessible from the City of London than tradi¬ 


tional high-property value areas such as 
Richmond and Dulwich Village. 

The Halifax reported the Medway towns 
were likely to record significant house price 
increases as demand was boosted by the 
planned opening of high-speed commuter 
services from central London to north and east 
Kent in late 2009. 

Dartford and the surrounding area will also 
see a boost to its property market as a result 
of the recent opening of Ebbsfleet 
International railway station. 

From December 2009, it will also have high¬ 
speed domestic services, with a 15-minute 
journey time to St Pancras. 

It concluded: “Kent generally is likely to out¬ 
perform the South East average, partly due to 
infrastructure improvements. 

“Seaside towns in the county are also rela¬ 
tively affordable, which will tend to stimulate 
demand from the growing number of people 
looking to live near the coast.”

Cut down the stress 
and save money too 

BUSINESS watchdog Acas is urging 
companies to reduce absenteeism by en¬ 
suring employees are healthy at work. 

Recent research indicated that 
307,000 people in the South East suf¬ 
fered from an illness they believed was 
caused or made worse by their work. 

Other studies discovered that three 
out of every 10 employees experienced 
mental health problems and it is esti¬ 
mated stress-related sick leave costs UK 
businesses £370 million a year or the 
equivalent of 91 million working days. 

The agency added that mangers need 
to be aware of health issues, especially 
those affecting mental well-being. 

Paul Beard, director of Acas for the 
South East, said: “Creating a healthy 
workplace has strong benefits for indi¬ 
viduals and organisations. 

“This guide will help businesses en¬ 
sure measures are taken to look after 
employees, which in turn will boost pro¬ 
ductivity and effectiveness. 

“If businesses can take steps to man¬ 
age ill-health, then they will save money 
and have happier employees.” 

Certificate is needed 
to prove competence 

A DEADLINE is approaching for busi¬ 
nesses across the county to be able to 
display a certificate of competence when 
it comes to transporting animals. 

If they are unable to do so, a £500 fine 
or six months’ imprisonment can be 
imposed. The regulations come into ef¬ 
fect from the end of April. 

With its large farming community, 
Kent is particularly affected by the new 
regulations, which are part of the Europ¬ 
ean Council’s regulations covering ani¬ 
mals transported “for economic gain”. 

Environmental accreditation body 
Lantra has developed a qualification 
which covers the act. 

‘We have seen a good uptake in candi¬ 
dates undertaking the assessments; 
however, it is important businesses and 
individuals don’t leave it to the last 
minute to enquire about these qualifica¬ 
tions,” said Lantra’s managing director 
Wayne Grills.

Defending the 
ethics of trade 


AN ETHICAL code to 
ensure “a high set of val¬ 
ues” for Britain’s defence 
industry, including 
Rochester-based BAE 
Systems, is being pro¬ 
posed by trade minister 
Lord Digby Jones. 

Lord Jones’s department is tak¬ 
ing over the role of promoting 
arms exports and says a new eth¬ 
ical code is necessary to restore 
faith in an industry which has 
suffered allegations of corruption. 

From April 1, UK Trade and 
Investment - part of the 
Department for Business and 
Enterprise - took over arms sales 
promotion from the Ministry of 
Defence. 

The move was controversial as 
it involved scrapping the MOD’s 
own export agency, which was 
championed by industry heavy¬ 
weights including BAE chief exec¬ 
utive Mike Turner. 

BAE bosses said they were 
aware of the move, but it was still 
in its early stages. 

But a spokeswoman said: We 
are committed to operating at the 
highest possible level, so would 
fully support any move to ensure 
this is done so across the indus¬ 
try.” 

A new agency has been formed 
under the departmental umbrella 
to conduct the work. Called the 
Defence and Security Organ¬ 
isation, it can tap into its parent

organisation’s contacts - which 
could prove a bonanza for UK 
exports and jobs within the indus¬ 
try. 

According to bosses, the old 
group had presentation in about 
20 companies - as opposed to the 
130 which can now be reached. 

But part of the shake-up is the 
introduction of a new ethical code. 

Lord Jones said: “I want a trans¬ 
parent code of conduct that people 
can look at, check and mark off 
against.” 

He added the code would be 
“a set of values about how we sell 
defence equipment around the 
world”. 

The minister added he hoped 
more people would be attracted to 
work in the business. 

“I want kids to understand that 
defence manufacturing as a sector 
is something they should build a 
career in. 

“No kid is going to go in there if 
they think this Government does 
not approve of it or like it. 

“If we stop making [defence 
equipment] you are not going to 
stop the French and Russians and 
everybody else making the stuff, 
so you are not going to make the 
world a safer place. 

“In fact, if anything, you are 
going to take out of the game a 
player that has a code of conduct 
and a very high level of trans¬ 
parency.”

A WATERLOGGED Homelands 
pitch claimed a seventh fixture in 
five months as Ashford Town were 
once again forced into a postpone¬ 
ment on Saturday.

One area Lovell will experiment with in 
preparation for next season is his side’s forma¬ 
tion. He usually favours an orthodox 4-4-2 sys¬ 
tem but against Dover Athletic on Easter 
Monday he went with a more attacking 3-4-3 
option. 

Danny Braithwaite, Sean Ray and Danny 
Lye looked solid in a back three as Ashford 
became one of the few teams to take points 
away from the home of the league leaders in a 
1-1 draw. 

The Ashford boss was encouraged by the per¬ 
formance and could stick with the system. 

He said: “It worked very well. We really 
caused Dover some problems and certainly took 
the game to them. I have learnt now that my 
back three can handle the formation and they 
did very well. 

“To be honest all my players played very well 
and I was upset we did not get a penalty - if it 
had been given the game could have been a 
completely different story.” 


A top-ten finish is not beyond Town and they 
could finish strongly. 

Due to the postponements, five of their final 
seven games are at the Homelands and only 
two of their remaining opponents are from the 
top half of the table. 

This weekend they host Leatherhead looking

TRACK cyclist Jamie Staff 
believes a place in the Beijing 
Olympics is his after securing a sil¬ 
ver medal in the World Track 
Cycling Championships at 
Manchester last week. 

The Ashford rider shocked both himself and 
the home crowd by setting a personal best lap 
of 17.2secs as the Great Britain trio were beat¬ 
en to the gold medal by favourites France, by 
half a second. 

The team sprint trio of Olympic champion 
Chris Hoy, Ross Edgar and Staff cruised 
through the heats to book a place in the final 
against the reigning champions. 

Shocked 

Staff, who has never won an Olympic medal, 
believes that come Beijing, Great Britain can 
topple their cross-Channel rivals. 

Staff told Yourashford: “The silver medal 
was a huge boost for me, especially setting a 
personal best. 

“However, we have got to work on our starts 
a lot more if we are to try and catch up and 
beat France. 

“In a way it is good that we know how far we 
have to go to be on the level of France come the 
Olympics. 

“I think I have pretty much guaranteed my 
spot in the Olympics team after the 17.2 lap I 
posted. 

“Not being over-confident, but I think the 
other riders have got to step up to the plate to 
knock me off my perch.” 

The 34-year-old’s coach had told Staff before 
the event that it would be near impossible for 
him to record a 17.2 lap of the Manchester 
Velodrome. 

He added: “To be quite honest I was shocked 
when I set a personal best. 

“I wanted to believe I could do it and I man¬ 
aged it which was a fantastic feeling. 


“I do believe a lot of it was down to the 
conditions. 

“It was very warm in the velodrome and the 


noise of the home crowd really helped me. It is 
these moments when you realise how special 
track cycling is.”
